may ſerve for the information of his Readers, if not for

| This, Sir, were an Argument moſt proper for you to 
manape, in reſpe& of your great abilities, and the long 
friendſhip you 'maintain'd with him.

This, Sir, you can teſtifie to have been the innocent 


occalion of theſe words, on which ſo much clamor was ' 


rais'd. Yet ſeeing his good intentions were o ill inter- 
| Preted, he told me, the laſt time that ever I ſaw him, that 


he would have them omitted in the next imprefiion : of 


which his Friend Mr. Cook is a witneſs. However, if we 
ſhould cake them in the worſt ſence, of which they are 
capable : yer methinks for his maintaining onecfalſe Te- 
nent in the Policical Philoſophy, he made 4 ſufficient 
atonement by a continual ſervice of twenty years, by 
the perpetual Loyalcy of his diſcourſe, and by many of 
his other Wricings, wherein he has largely defended, and 
adorned the Royal Cauſe. Andto ſpeak of him not as 
our Friend, but according to the common Laws of Hu- 
manity ; certainly that life muſt needs be very unblamea- 
ble, which had been tryed in buſineſs of the higheſt con- 
ſequence, practisd in the hazardous ſecrets of Courts 
and Cabinets; and yet there can nothing diſgraceful be 


produc'd againſt it, but only the errour of one Paragraph, 


and a ſingle Metaphor. | | 

Bu to return to my Narration, which this Digrefſion 
has interrupted : Upon the Kings happy Reftauracion, 
Mr. (owley was paſt the fortieth year of his Age ; of 
which the greateſt part had been ſpent in a various and 
rempeſtuous condition. He now thought he had facri- 
ficed enough of his life to his curioſity and experience. 
He had enjoyed many excellent occaſions of obſervation. 
He had been preſent in many great revolutions, which in 


that tumulcoous time diſturb'd the Peace of all our . 


| Neighbour-States, as well as our own. He had nearly be- 
held all the ſplendour of the higheſt part of mankind. He 
: had lived in the preſence of Princes, and familiarly con- 
verlt wich greatneſs in all irs degrees, which was neceſla- 
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ry for one that would contemn it aright : for to ſcorn 
the pomp of the World .before a man. knows it, does 
commonly. proceed rather from ill Manners, than a true 
Magnanimity. | 

He was now weary of the vexations and formalitiesof 
an ative condition. . He had been:perplexed with a long 
compliance. to Foreign Manners : He was fatiated with 
the Arts of Court : which ſort of life, though his virtue 
had'made. innocent to him, yet nothing could 'make it 
quiet. Thele were the reaſons that moved him to forgo 
all Publick Employments, and to follow the violent in- 
clination of his own mind, which in the greateſt throng 
of his former buſineſs, had Rtill called upon him, and re- 
preſented to him the true delights of folicary Studies, of 
temperate Pleaſures, and of a moderate Revenue, below 
the malig and flatteries of Fortune. 

Ar firſt he was but ſlenderly provided for ſuch a retire- 
ment, by reaſon of his Travels, and the Aﬀitions of the 
Party to which he adhered, which had put him quite out 
of all the roads of gain. Yet notwithſtanding the-nar- 
rownels of his Income, he remained fixed to his reſoluti- 
on, uponchis confidence in the temper of his own mind, 
which he knew had'contracted its deſires into ſo ſmall a 
compals, that a very-few things would ſupply them all. 
Bur upon the ſettlement of the Peace of our Nation, this 
hinderance of his delign was ſoon removy'd : for he then 
obtain'd: a plentiful Eſtate, by the favour of my Lord 
St. Albans, and the bounty of my Lord Duke of Bucking- 
ham ; to whom. he was always moſt dear,:and whom he 
ever reſpe&ted as his principal Patrons. Thelaſt of which 

rearmen,/you know; Sir, it is my duty to mention, not 
only for M. Cowley's lake, but my. own : though I cannoc 
-do.it, . without being aſham'd, that. having the ſame En- 
courager of my Studies, I ſhould deſerve his Patecnagy 
fo much lels. 

Thus he was ſufficiently furniſhed bs hips rerredr. | And + 
imencdiacly he gave over. all. purſuir of Honour and 
Riches, in a time, . when, if any ambitious or-covetots 
thoughts had remain'd in his mind, he might juſtly have 
expected to have them readily arisfied. To hislaſt ſeven 
or eight years he was conceal'd'in his beloved. obſcurity,

and poſlels'd thac ſolitude, which from his very childhood 
be had always moſt paſſionately defired. /Though he had 
frequent -invitations to return into-bulineſs, yet he never 
pave ear tO any per{waſions of Profit or Preferment: His 
_ viſitsro the City and Court were very few :: his ſtays in 
Town were only as a Paſſenger, not an Inhabitant. The 
places: that he choſe for» rhe 'ſears of his-declining life; 
were two. or three; Villages on the bank'of .the Thames: 
During this receſs, his mind wasrather exerciſed on what 
was to come, than what was, paſt ; he ſuffered no more 
bulineſs,- nor cares of 'life tocome: near! him; than what 
were enough to keep his ſoul'awake, but nt to diſturbit: 
Some few Friends and Books, -a:chearful heart; and inno- 
cent Conſcience were his conſtant Companions. 'His 
Poetry indeed he took'with him, but : he! made that an 
Anchorire, as well as himſelt : :he: only dedicated it: ro 
the ſervice of his. Maker, / to deſcribe the great images of 
Religion and Virtue wherewith his mind/abounded. And 
he employed his Muſick-ta no-other uſe; thanas his own 
David did towards Saul, by finging the praiſes of God and 
of Nature, to drive-the evil ſpirit out-of mens minds. + - 
- . Of his Works that are publiſh'd,; it ishard to give: one 
- general Character, becauſe of the difference of their ſub- 
jects; and the various forms and diftant- times of their 
_ writing. Yer this'is true of them. all, that in all the ſe- 
veral ſhapes of his ſtyle, there is till very much of the 
likeneſs and imprefſion of the ſane: mind-: the fame. un- 
affefted modeſty, and natural freedom, and eaſie vigour, 
and chearful paſſions, and innocent mirth, which appear'd 
in all his Manners. We have many things that he writ in 
rwo very unlike conditions, in the Univerlity- and the 
Court. But in his Poetry, as well as his Life, he mingled 
with excellent skill what was good in both ſtates. In his 
life he joyn'd the innocence, and ſincerity of the Scholar, 
with the humanity and good behaviour of the Courtier. 
, In his Poems he united the Solidity. and Art of the one, 
with the Gentility and Gracefulnels of the other. 
If any ſhall chink that. he was not wonderfully curious 
in the choice and elegance of all his words: I will afhirm 
with moretruch on the other ſide, that he had no manner 


_ of affectation.in them : he took them as he found them 
| b made 
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made to his hands ; he neither went before, nor came 

after the uſe of the Age. He forlook the Conyerſation, 

but never the Language, of the Ciry and Court. : He un- 

derſtood exceeding well, all the variety and power of 
Poerical Numbers; and. practis'd. all. forts with great 

bappinefs. - If his Verſes in ſome places ſeem not as ſoft 
and flowing as ſome would have them, ic was his choice 
not his fault. He knew that in diverting mens minds, there 
ſhould be the fame variety obſerv'd as in' the proſpedts of 
their Eyes : where a Rock, a Precipice, or ariſing Wave, 
is ofren more delightful:than a ſmooth, even ground, or 
a calm Sea. Where the macter required it,he was as gen- 
tle as any man. But where higher Virtues were chiefly 

to be regarded, an exa&t numerolity was not then his 
main care. This may ſerve to anſwer thoſe who upbraid 
ſome of his Pieces with roughneſs, and with more con- 
craQtions than they are willing to allow. But theſe Ad- 
mirers of gentlene(s without finews, ſhould know that. 
different Arguments muft have diflerent Colours of 
Speech : that there is a kind of variety of Sexes in Poe- 
try, as well asin Mankind : that as the peculiar excellence 
of. the Feminine Kind, is ſmoothneſs and beauty ; fo 
ſtrength is the chief praiſe of the Maſculine. 

He had a perfe&t maſtery in both the Languages in 
which he writ : But each of them kept a juſt diſtance from 
the other : neither did his Latine make his Engliſh too 
old, nor his Engliſh make his Latine too modern. He 
excelled both in Proſe and Verſe; and both together have 
that perfe&ion,which is commended by ſome of the An- 
cients above all others, That they are very obvious to the 
conception, but moſt difficult in the imitation. 

_ His Fancy flow'd with great ſpeed, and therefore it 
was very fortunate to him, that his judgement was equal 
to manage it. He never runs his Reader nor his Argu- 
ment out of breath, He perfe&ly practiſes the hardeſt 
ſecret of good Writing, to know when he has done 
enough. *He always leaves off in ſuch a manner, that it 
appears it was in his power to have ſaid much more. In 
the particular expreſſions there is ſtill much to be Ap- 
plauded, but more in the diſpoſition, and order of the 
whole. From thence there ſprings a new comelineſs, be- 
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ſides the feature of each part.' His Invention is powerful, 
and large as can be defir'd. But / it ſeems all to ariſe our 
of the Nature of the {ubje&, and to be juſt fitted for the 
thing of which he :ſpeaks. If eyer he goes far for it, he

of Life, or adorns the diſcoveties of. Philoſophy, or in- 
ſpires him with the Heroick Characters of Charity and 


| Religion : To all theſe matters that are ſo wide aſunder, 


he'ſtill proportions a due figure: of: Speech, 'and a proper 
meaſure:of Wit. This indeed is. moſt remarkable, that a 
man who was ſo conftant and ;fix'd in the Moral Ideas of 
his mind, ſhould yer-be fo changeable in his Intellectual, 
andinboth to the higheſt degree. of Excellence. 

| If there needed any excule to;be made, that his Love- 
yerſes ſhould take:.up' ſo great a ſhare in his Works, it 
may be alledg'd thatithey were .compog'd when he was 
very young. . But-it is-a vain thing to make any kind of 
Apology tor that ſort of Writings. If Devour or Vir- 
tuous men will ſuperciliouſly forbid the minds of the 
young,to adorn'thoſe ſubje&s about which they are moſt 


converſant : They would pur them our. of all capacity 


of performing graver matters, when they come to them. 
For the exerciſes of all mens Wits, muſt be always pro- 
per for their Age, and never too much above it : And 
by practice and ule in lighter Arguments, they grew up 
at laſt to excel inthe moſt weighty. Lam not therefore 
aſham'd to commend Mr. Cowley's Miſtriſs. I only ex- 
cept one or two Expreſſions, which I wiſh I could have 
prevail'd with thoſe that had the right of the other Edi- 
tion, to have left out. But of all the reſt I dare bold- 
ly pronounce, that never yet ſo much was written on' a 
Subje& fo Delicate, that can leſs offend the ſevereſt 
rules of Morality.” The whole Paſſion of Love is inti- 
mately deſcrib'd; with all its mighty, Train' of Hophy 
cf b 2 an 
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. and Joys, and Diſquiets. Befides this amorous tender- 


neſs, I know not how in every Copy, there is ſomeching 
of more uſeful Knowledge very naturally and gracefully 
infinuated, and every where there may be ſomething 
found, to inform the minds of wife men, as well as to 
move the hearts of young Men, or Women. * _ 
The occaſion of his falling on the Pindaric way of wri- 
ting, was his acciderital meeting with Pmdar's Works, in 
4 place, where he had nocother Books codire&t him. Ha- 
ving then conſidered at leiſure the height of his Invention, 
and the Majeſty of his Style, he try'd immediately to 
imitate it in Fyglſh. And he perform'd ic without the 
danger that Horace prefag'd to the man who ſhould dare 
ro attempt It. SR 
If any are difpleas'd at the boldneſs of his Metaphors, 
and length of his Digreſſions, they contend not againſt 
Mr. Cowley, but Pindar himſelf : who was ſo much reve- 
renc'd by all Antiquity, that the place of his Birth was 
preſerv'd as Sacred, when his Native City was twice de- 
ſtroy'd by the fury of ewo Conquerours. If the-irregu- 
larity of the number diſguſt them, rhey may obſerve that 
this very thing makes that kind of Poelte fit for all manner 
of ſubjes : For the Pleaſant, che Grave, the Amorous, 
the Heroic, the Philoſophical, the Moral, the Divine. 
Beſides this they will-find, that the frequent alteration 
of the Rhythm and Feet, affects che mind with a more ya- 
rious delight, while it is ſoon apt to be tyr'd by the ſet- 
led pace of any one conftane meaſure. Bur that for which 
I think this inequality of number is chiefly to be preferr'd, 
is its nearer affinity with Profe : From which all other 
kinds of Engliſh Verſe are+ſo far diſtant, thar,it is very 
ſeldom found that the ſame. man excells in both ways. 
But now this looſe and unconfin'd meaſure has all the 
Grace and Harmony of the moſt confin'd. And withal, 
it is ſo large and free, that the praCtice of it will only ex- 
alr, not corrupt our Proſe : "which is certainly the moſt 
uſeful kind of Writing of all others : for it is the ſtyle of 
all buſineſs and converſation. ; 
Beſides this imitating. of Pmdar, which may perhaps 
be thought rather a new ſort of Writing, than a reftoring 
of an Ancient ; he has alſo been wonderfully happy in 
'Tran- 
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Franflating many difhcule parts of. the nobleſt Poets of 
Antiquity. To perform. this according to the Dignity 
of the attempr, he had, as it was neceflary be ſhould have, 
not only the Elegance of both\the Languages ; but the 
' rrue Spirit of both the Poetries. | This way of leaving 
Verbal Tranſlations, and chiefly regarding the Senſe-and 
Genius 'of the Author, was fcarce heard of in England 
before this prelent Age. I will not preſume to ſay, that. 
Mr. ( owley' was the abſokite: Inventor of it. Nay, E know 
* that others had the good luck. to recommend it fuſt in 
Prince. Yet I appeal to yon, Sir, whether he:did nor con- 
ceive it, and diſcourſe of it, and practiſe it as foon as 
any man. i006 IPod 90x 
His Davideis was, wholly written in-fo youpg. an Age 
thar if we ſhall refle&t.on the: vaſthels of the: Argument, 
| and his manner of handling it, he may {cem:-like one of 
the Miracles, that hethere adorns; like a Boy attempting 
Goliah. Thave often heard you declare,that he had finifh'd 
the greateſt part of ir,” while he was yet a young Student 
at Cambridge. This:perhaps may be the reaſon, that-in 
ſome few places, there is more-youthfulnefs; -and redun- 
dance of. Fancy, than his riper jiidgment would have al- 
lowd. Lknow, Sir, you will give give: me leave touſe this 
liberty of cenſure ; for | do not here pretend to a profel- 
ſed panegyrick, but rather to = a juſt opinion concern- 
ing him. But for the main of ic, I will affirm, thar it is 
a better inſtance and beginning of a DivinePoem, than 1 
ever yetſaw in any Language. The contrivance is per- 
fealy Ancient, which is certainly the true form of He- 
roick Poetry, and fuch as was neyer yet outdone by any 
new Devices of Modern Wits. The ſubje& was truly 
Divipe, even according to God's own heart. "The matter 
of his invention, all the Treaſures of Knowledge and Hi- 
ſtories in the Bible. The model of ir comprehended all 
the Learning of the Faft. The CharaQters lofty and vari- 
ous : The Numbers firm and powerful : The Digreflions 
beautiful and proportionable: The Defign to ſubmir 
mortal Wir to heavenly Truths : in all there is an admi- 
rable mixture of humane Virtues and Paſſions, with religi- 
ous Raptures. : | 
The truth js, Sir, methinks in other matters, his Wit 
- excelFd 
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excell'd moſt other mens: but in his Moral and Divine 
Works it out-did it ſelf. And no doubt it proceeded from 
this Cauſe, that in other lighter kinds of Poetry; he chiet-- 
ly repreſented the humours and affeftions of others ; bur 
in theſe heat to himſelf, and drew the figure'of his own | 
mind. I knowit has been objected againſt him by ſome” 


' moroſe Zelots, that: he has done an injury to'the Scri-! * 


pture by ſprinkling all his Works with many -Alluſions 
and Similitudes that he took out of the Bible. Butto theſe 
men it were a ſufficient reply, ro compare their own Pra- 
ctice with his, in this particular. They make ule of Scri-: 
pture Phraſes and Quotations, in all their:common Dif- 
courſe. They employ the Words of Holy Writ;-to. 
countenance'the extravagance of their own opinions and 
affeftions. \And why then/might not he take the: liberty: 
to fetch from thence! ſome ornament, for the innocent 
Paffions'and:/natural Truths, and moral Virtues which he

/'\Fhis is:confutation enough to that ſort of 'men.' As to 
the thing ir{elf; it is ſo far from being a-debaſing of Di- 
vinity, to'make ſome parts of it the ſubjects of our Fancy, 
that1tisa ſure way to eſtabliſh ic familiarly on.the hearts 
of the people, and co give it a durable impreſſion on'the 
minds of wiſemen. Of this we have a powerful-inſtance- 
amongſt the Ancients. For their Wir has laſted much. 
longer than the Practice of any of their Religions: And 
the very'memory of moſt of their Divine Worſhip had 
periſhed, if it had not been expreſſed and preſerved by 
their Poers. But Mr..Cowley himſelf did of all men living 
abhor the abuſe of Scripture by |licentious Raillery : 


which ought not only to be eſteemed the meaneſt kind 
of Wir, butthe worſt ſort of ill Manners. This perhaps 


ſome men would be loth to hear proved, who pra&ile it 
under the falſe ticle of a Gentile Qualiry : but the truth 
of it is unqueſtionable. For the ordinary ilt breeding is 
only an indecence and offence againſt fome particular 
Cuſtome, or Gelture, or Behaviour in, uſe : Bur this pro- 
fanenels is a violation of the very ſuppqrt of humane So- 
ciety, and a rudenels againſt the beſt manners, that all 
Mankind can practiſe, which is a juſt reverence of the 
Supreme Power of allthe World. |

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In his Latine Poems he has expreſſed co admiration, all 
the Numbers of Verſes, and Figures of Poefie, that ate 
ſcattered up and down among the Ancients. There is 
hardly to be found in them all, any good faſhion of 
Speech, or colour of Meaſure, bur he has comprehended 
ic, and given inſtances of ir, according as his ſeveral Argu- 
ments required eirher a Majeſtick Spitit,or a paſſonate,or a 
pleaſant. This is the more extraordinary,in that it was ne- 
ver yet performed by any fingle Poet of the Ancient Ro- 
mans themſelves. They had the Language natural tothern, 
and ſo might eaſily have moulded ic into what form or 
humour they pleasd : Yer it was their conſtant Cuſtom, 
to confine all their thoughts and prattice to one or two 
ways of Writing, as deſpairing ever to compaſs all toge- 
ther. This is evident in thoſe that excelled in Odes and 
Songs, in the Comical, Tragical, Epical,Elegiacal, or Sa+ 
tyrical way. And this perhaps occaſioned the firſt diſtin- 
Etion and number of the Muſes. For chey thought the 
task too hard for _ one of them, though they fancied 
them to be Goddeſſes. And cherefore they divided it a- 
mongſt them all,and only recommendedtoeach of ther, 
the care of a diſtin&t Character of Poetry and Mulick. 

The occaſion of his chuſing the ſubject of his fix Books 
of Plants, was this ; when he returned into England, he 
was adviſed to diſſemble the main intention of his com- 
ing over, under the diſguife of applying himſelf ro ſome 
ſettled profeflion. And that of Phyſick was thought moſt 
proper. To this purpoſe, after many Anatomical Diſſe- 
ions he proceeded to the conſideration of Simples ; and 
having furniſh'd himſelf with Books of that Narure, he 
retir'd into a fruitful part of Kent, where every Field and 
Wood might ſhew him the real Figures of thoſe Plants, 
of which he read. Thus he Feedily maſter'd that part of 
the Art of Medicine. But then, as one of the Ancients 
did before him in the ſtudy of the Law, inſtead of em- 
ploying his Skill for practice and profit, he preſently di- 
geſted it into that form which we behold. 

The two firſt Books treat of Herbs, in a ſtyle reſem- 
bling the Elegies of Ovid and Tibullus, in the ſweetneſs 
and freedom of the Verſe : But excelling chem in the 
frength of the Fancy, and vigour of the Sence. Few 
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third and fourth diſcourſe of Flowers in all the variety of 
Catullus and Horace's Numbers : For the laſt of which 
Authors he had a peculiar Reverence, and imitated him, 
not only in the ſtately and numerous pace of his Odesand 
Epodes, but in the familiar eaſineſs of his Epiſtles, and 
Speeches. The two laſt\ſpeak of Trees, in. the way of 
Virgll's Georgicks. Of theſe'the ſixch Book is wholly Dedi- 
cated to the Honour of his Country. For making the Bri- 
tiſh Oak to: preſide in, the Aſſembly of the Foreſt Trees ; 
upon that occaſion he enlarges on the Hiſtory of our late 
Troubles, the King's affliction and Return, and: the be- 
ginning of the Dutch, War : and manages all in a ſtyle, 
hat (to fay all in a word) is equal to the Greatneſs and 
Valour of, the Engliſh Nation. | = 
: Irold you Sir, that he was very happy in the way of 
Horace's Speeches. Bur of this there are but two Inſtan- 
ces preſery'd : that part of an Epiſtle to Mr. .Creſwel, with 
which he.concludes his Preface to his Book of Plants ; and 
that. Copy: which is written to your ſelf. I confeſs I

heartily piſhhe, had-lek more Examples behind him of 


this kind « becauſe I eſteem it to be- one of the beſt and 
moſt difficulr, of all thoſe that Antiquity has taught us. 
Ir is certainly the very Original of true Raillery ; and 
differs as much from ſome of the other Latine Satyrs, as 
the pleaſant reproofs.of a Gentleman, from the ſeverity 
of a School-maſter. I know ſome men- diſapprove it, 
becauſe the Verſe ſeems to be looſe, and near to the plain- 
neſs of common Diſcourſe. Bur that which was admir'd 
by the Court of Auguſtus, never o:ght to be eſteem'd 
far or vulgar. Pap ſame judgment ſhould be made 
of mens ſtyles,as of their behayiour, and carriage : where- 
in that is moſt courtly, and hardeſt to be imicared, which 
conliſts of a Natural eaſinels, and unaffteted Grace, where- 
nothing ſeems to be ſtudied, yet every thing is extraordi- 


nary. | 


This familiar way of Verſe puts me in mind of one kind 
of Proſe wherein Mr. Cowley was excellent ; and that is 
his Letters to his private Friends. In theſe he always ex- 
preſs'd the Native tenderneſs, and innocent gayety of his 
Mind. I think, Sir, you and [ have the greateſt Collecti- 


on of this ſort. But I know you agree with me, that no- 
| | , thing 
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thing of this Nature ſhould be publiſh'd : And herein 
you have always conſented to approve of the modeſt 
ſudgment of our Country-men aboye the practice of 
ſome of our Neighbours, and chiefly of the French. © 1 
make no manner of queſtion, but the Engliſh at this time 
are infinitely improv d in this way, abovethe Skill of for- 
mer Ages, nay, of all Countries round abour us, that 
pretend to greater Eloquence. Yet they have been al- 
ways judicioully ſparing in Printing ſuch compolures, 
while ſome other Witty Nations have tir'd all their Preſ- 
ſes, and Readers with them. The truth is,the Letters thar 
paſs between particular Friends, if they are written as 
they oughrto- be, can ſcarce ever be fir to ſee the light. 
They ſhould not conſiſt of fullomm Complemeats, or te- 
dious Polities, or elaborate Elegancies,” or general Fan- 
cies, but they ſhould have a Native clearneſs and ſhorc- 
neſs, a Domeſticatplainneſs, and a peculiar kind of Fami- 
liarity ; which -can only affe&: the humour of thoſe to 
whom they were intended. || The very ſame paſſages, 
which make Writings of this Nature delightful amongſt 
Friends,” will-loſe all manner of raft, when they cometo 
be read by thoſe that are indifferent. In ſuch Lerters 
the Souls of Men ſhould appear undreſs'd: And in that 
negligent habit, they may befit ro be ſeen by one or two 
in a Chamber, bur not to go abroad into the Streets. 

- Thelaſt Pieces that we have from his hands, are Diſ-. 
courſes by way of Eflays, upon ſome of the graveſt ſub-. 
jets thar concern the Contemtment of a Virtuous Mind. 
Theſe he intended as a real''Charater of his own 
thoughts, upon the point of his Retirement. And accord- 
ingly you may obſerve, that inthe Proſe of them, there 
is lirele Curiolity of Ornamenc, but they are wricten in 4 
lower and humbler ſtyle chanthereſt,and asanunfeigned 
Image of his Soul ſhould be drawn withour'Flatreryzi:'E 
do nor- ſpeak this to their diſadvantage. . Forthe crue per- 
fection/of Wir is, to be plyableto all occaſions, ro walk 
or fly-according to the Nature of every ſubject. And 
there is no doubt as much Art, to have only plain Con- 
ceptions on ſome Arguments, as there is in others to have 
extraordinary Flights. | 

To thele that he has here leſt ſcarce finiſh'd, it was'his 
= deſign 
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deſign to.have added many others. And a little before 
his death he communicated to me his reſolutions, to have 

dedicated them allro my Lord St. Albans, as a teſtimony 

of his intire reſpects to him : and a kind of Apology for 

having left humane Aﬀairs, in the ſtrength of his Age, 

while he might till haye been ſerviceable to his Country. 

But though he was prevented in this purpole by his death : 

yet it becomes the office of a Friend ro make good his 

intentions. I therefore here preſume to make a Preſent 

of them to his Lordſhip. I doubt not but according to 

his uſual humanity, he will accept this imperfect Legacy, 

of the man whom he long honoured with his domeſtic 

converſation. And I am confident his Lordſhip will be-* 
lieve it to be no injury to his Fame, that in theſe Papers 

my Lord St. Albans and Mr. Cowley's name {hall be read 

together by poſterity. 

I might, Sir,have made a longer Diſcourſe of his Wri- 
tings, but that I chink it fit ro dire& my Speech concern- 
ing him, by the ſame rile by which he was wont to judge 
of athers. In his eſteem ofocher men, he conſtancly pre-- 
ferr'd the good temper of their Minds, and honeſty of 
their Actions, aboye all the excellencies of their Elo- 
quence or Knowledge. Theſame courſe I will take in 
his praiſe, which chiefly oughe to be fixed on his life. For 
that he deſerves more applauſe from the moſt virtuous 
men, than for bis other abilities he eves obtained from 
the Learned. | 37 Neo al4r wo 

He had indeed a perſe&t natural goodneſs, which nei- 
ther the uncertainties of his condition, nor the largeneſs 
of kis wit could pervert. He had a firmneſs and ſtrength 
of mind that was proof againſt the Arc of Poetry ic fel, 
Nothing vain or fantaſtical, nothing flattering or inſolenc 
appeared in his humour. He had 3 great integrity and - 
plainneſs of Manners ; which he preſerv'd to the laſt , 
| though much of his rime was ſpent ina Nation, and way 
of life, that is not very famous for ſincerity. Bur the 
rruth of his heart was above the corruption of ill exam- 
ples ; and therefore the fight of them rather cenfirmed 
him in the contrary Virtues. | 

There was nothing affected or ſingular in his habic, or 
perſon, or geſture. He underſtood the forms of good 

breeding 
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breeding enough ro practiſe them without burdening 
himſelf, or others. He never oppteft any mans parts, not 
ever put any man out of countenance. He never had any 
emulation for Fame, or contention for Profit with any 
man. When he was in bulinels he ſuffer'd others impor- 
runities with much eaſineſs : When he was out of it, he 
was never importunate himſelf. His modeſty and humili- 
ty were ſo great, thatif he had not had many other equal 
Virtues, they might have been thought diſflimulation. 
His Converſation was certainly of the moſt excellent 

kind ; for it was ſuch as was rather admired by his familiar 
Friends, than by Strangers at firſt ſight. He furpriz'd no 
man at firſt with any extraordinary appearance : he ne- 
ver thruſt himſelf violently into the good opinion of his 
company. He was contentto be known by leiſure and by 
degrees : and ſo the eſteem that was conceiy'd of him, 
was better grounded and more laſting. 
 - In his Speech, neither the pleaſantneſs excluded gra- 
vity, nor was the Cogn of it inconſiſtent with delight. 
No man parted willingly from his Diſcourſe ; for he ſo 
ordered it, that every man was ſatisfied thathe had his 
ſhare. He govern'd his Paſſions with great moderation. 
His Virtues were never troubleſom -or uneaſie to any. 
Whatever he diſliked in others, he only corre&ted it by 
the ſilent reproot of a better practice. | 

His Wit was ſo temper'd, thatno man had ever reaſon 
co wiſh it had been leſs; he prevented other mens ſeve- 
rity upon it by his own : he never willingly reciced any 
of his Writings. None but his intimate friends eyer diſ- 
covered he wasa great Poet, by his diſcourſe. His Learn- 
ing was large and profound, wellcompos'd of all Ancient 
and Modern Knowledge. But it fat exceeding cloſe and 
handſomly upon him ; it was not imboſſed on his mind, 
but enamelled. + Þ E | 

He never guided his life by the whiſpers, or opinions 
of the World ; Yet he had a great reyerence for a good 
reputation. He hearkned to' Fame when it was a juſt 
Cenlurer ; but not when an extravagant Babler. He 
was a paſſionate lover of Liberty and Freedom from fe- 
- ſtraine both in Actions and Words. But: what hoveſty 
others receive from the dire&ion of Laws, he had by 
L | C 2 | native 
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native Inclination : And he was not beholding to other 
mens wills, but to his own for his Innocence. 

He .perform'd all his Natural and Civil Duties, with 
admirable tenderneſs. Having been Born after his Fa- 
ther's Death, and bred up under the Diſcipline of his Mo- 
ther, he gratefully acknowledg'd her care of his Educa- 
tion, to her Death, which was in the Eightieth year of 
her age. For his three Brothers he always maintain'd a 
conſtant affe&ion. And having ſurviv'd the two firſt, he 
made the third his Heir. In his long dependance on my 
Lord St. Albans, there: never happened any manner of 
diflerence between them ; except a little at laſt, becauſe 
he would leave his ſervice : which only ſhewed the inno- 
cence of the Servant, and the kindneſs of the Maſter. 
His Friendſhips were inviolable. The ſame men wich 
whom he was familiar in his Youth, . were his neareſt ac- 
quaintance at the day of his Death. If the private 
Courſe of his laſt years made him contract his Converſa- 
tion to a few, yet heonly withdrew, not broke off from 


2ny of the others. | 


His thoughts were never above or below. his conditi- 
on. He never wiſhed his Eſtate much larger. Yet heen- 
joyed what he bad with all innocent Freedom : he never 
made his preſent like uncomfortable, by undue expecta- 
tions of future things, Whatever diſappointments he met 
with, they only made him underſtand Fortune better, not 
repine at her the mbre: His Mule indeed once complaia'd, 
bur never bis Mind. He was accompliſhd with all man- 
net ef Abilities, for the greateſt buſineſs, if he would 
but have thought ſo himſelf. Lat bo 

If any thing ought to. have been chang'd in his Tem- 
per, and Diſpeſttion; Kt was his eatnelt Aﬀection for Ob- 


| {curity and Retirement: This, Sir, give me leavetacon- 


demn, even to you, who I know agreed with himin the 
fame humour, ] acknowledge he chole that ſtate gf..Lite, 
not our of any Poctical Rapture; but upon a Ready/gnd 
ſober experience of humane things. But howeyer;l: can; 
rot applaud 'it in him, It is certainly a great diſparages 
mine to Vertue and Learning it ſelf, that thoſe very things 
which only make men uſeful in the World, ſhould en:

to good men, unleſs the bad had the ſame moderation:, 
and were willing to follow them into the Wilderneſs. 
But if che one ſhall contend ta get out of Employment, 
while the other ſtrive to get into it, the affairs of Man- 
kind arelike to bein ſo ill a poſture, that even the good 
men themſelves will hardly be able to enjoy their very 
retreats in ſecurity. | 
| YetI confeſs if any deſery'd to have this priviledge, 

it ought to have been grantedto him, as ſoon as any man 
living, upon conſideration of the manner in which he 
ſpent the Liberty that he got. For he withdrew himſelf 
our of the Crowd, with deſires of enlightning,and-inſtru- 
Ring the minds of thole that remain'd in it. It was his re- 
ſolution in that Station to ſearch into the Secrets of Dis 
vine and Humane Knowledge,and tocommunicate what 
he ſhould obſerve. He always profeſs'd, that he went out 
of the world,as it was man's, into the ſame world as it was 
Nature's, and as it was God's. The whole compaſs of the 
Creation, and all the wonderful effe&s of the Divine 
Wiſdom, were the conſtant Proſpect of his Senſes, and 
| his Thoughts. And indeed he enter'd withgreat advan- 
tage on the ſtudies of Nature, even as the firſt great. Men 
of Antiquity did, who were generally both Poets and 
Philoſophers. He betook himſelf to irs Contemplation, 
as well furniſh'd with ſound Judgment, and diligent Ob» 
ſervation, and good Method to diſcover its Myſteries, 
as with Abilities to ſet itforth in all ics Ornaments. 

- This labour about Natural Science was the perpetual 
and uninterrupted task of ;that obſcure part of his. Life. 
Beſides this, we had perſ[waded him to look back into his 
former Studies, and to: publiſh' a- Diſcourſe concerning 
Style. In this he had deſign'd, to give an account of the 
proper ſorts-of writing, that were fit for all manner of Ar- 
guments, to compare the perfecions and imperfections of 
the Authors of Antiquity, with thoſe'of this preſent Age, 
abdto deduce all down to the particular uſe of the En 
gliſh Genius, and Language. This ſubje& he was very fit 
to perform: It being moſt proper for him.-to be the 
Jacge, who had been the beſt Pra&tifer. Burt he ſcarce 
ived todraw the firſt lines of it. All the footſteps that I 
can find remaining of it, .are only fome indigeſted Cha- 
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racters of Ancient and Modern Aurhors. And now for 


the future; I almoſt deſpair ever to ſee it well accom- 
pliſhed, unleſs you, Sir, would give me leave ro name 
the man that ſhould undertake it. | 

But his laſt and principal Deſign,was that which ought 
to be the principal to every wiſe man ; the eſtabliſhing 
his mind in the Faith he profeſſed. He was in his practice 
exadly obedient to the Uſe and Precepts of our Church. 
Nor was he inclined:to any uncertainty and doubt, as ab- 
horring all contention in indifferent things, and much 
more in ſacred. But he beheld the Diviſions of ( hriſten- 
dom : heſaw how many controverſies had been intrody- 
ced by Zeal or Ignorance , and continued by Faction. 
He had therefore an earneſt intention of taking a Re- 
view of the Original Principles -of the Primitive Church : 
believing that every true Chriſtian had no better means 
co ſertle his ſpirit than that which was propoſed to Zneas 
and his Followers, to be the end of their wandrings, 4n- 
tiquam exquirite Matrem. 

This examination he purpoſed ſhould reach to our Sa» 
viour's and the Apoſtles lives, and their immediate Suc- 
ceſſors, forfour or five Centuries ; till Intereſt and Po- 
licy prevailed over Devotion. He hoped to have abſo- 
lutely compaſſed it in threeor four years, and when that 
was done, there to have fixed for ever, without any ſha- 
king or alteration it his judgment. Indeed it was a great 
damage to our Church, that he lived not to perform ic. 
For very much of the Primitive Light might have been 
expected'from a mind that was endued with the Primi- 
tive meeknels and Innocence. And beſides, ſuch a Work 
coming from one that was no Divine, might have been 
yery uſeful-for this Age ; wherein it is one of the princi- 
pal Cavils againſt Religion, that ic is only a mater of in- 
rereſt, and only ſupported for the gain of a particular 


Profeffion. | | 

But alas ! while he was framing theſe great things in 
his thoughts, they were unfortunately cur off rogether 
with his life. His Solitude from the very beginning, had 


' never agreed ſo well with the conſtitution of his Body, 


as oſhis Mind. The chief cauſe of it was, that out of 


hafte to be gone away from the Tumulr and Noiſe of 
7 the - 
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the City, he had not prepar'd lo healthful a ſituation in the 
Country,as he might have done,it he had made a more lei- 
| ſurable choice.Of chis he ſoon began to find the inconveni- 
enceat Barn-Elms, where he wasafflited with a dangerous 
and lingring Feaver. After that he ſcarce eyer recoyer'd his 
former health, though his mjnd-was reſtar'd to its perfect 
vigour ; as may be ſeen by his two laſt Books of Plants, 
that were written ſince that time,and may at leaſt be com- 
par d withthe beſt of his other Works. Shortly after his re- 
moval co ( hertſea, he fell into another conſuming Dileaſe. 
Having languiſh'd under this for ſome months, he ſeem'd 
to be pretty well cured of its ill Syaptoms.But in the hear 
of the laſt Summer, by Raying too long amongſt his La- 
bourers in che Meadows ; he was taken with a violent Des 
fluxion, and ſtoppage in his Breaſt,and Throat. This he ar 
firſh negleted as an ordinary Cold, and refus'd to ſend for 
his uſual Phyſicians, till-is was palt all remedies ; and ſo in 
the end afrer 2 fortnight ſickneſs, it prov'd mortal co him. 
Who can here,Sir,forbear exclaiming on the weak hapes, 
and frail condition of humane Nature?For as long as Mr. 
Cowley was purſuing the courſe af Argbicion, in aRiye life, 
which be ſcarce eſteem'd his true life ; he never wanted a 
conſtant health and ſtrength of bady:But as ſoon as ever he 
| had found an opportunity of begianing indeed to live,& 
to enjoy himſelt ig ſecurity, his contentment was firſt bro- 
ken by ficknels, and axlaſt his death was accaſion'd by his 
very delight in the Country ang the Fields, which he had 
long fancied above all other Plealures.Bur ler us not grieve 
ac this fatal agcident ypon his account, leſt we ſhould ſeem 
to repine af:the happy change of his condition,and not to 
know that the loſs of 2 ſew- years which he might longer 
have liv'd, will be recompenic'd by, an immortal Memory. 
U we complain, ler ig.only be for our own ſakes;thar in him 
we areat once depriy'd ofthe greateſt natural, & improy'd 
abilities, of the ulctulleſt converſation, of the faichfulleſt 
Friendhip,of a mind that practis'd the beſt Virtues it ſelf, 
and aWit that was beſt able to recommend thera to others. 
HisBody was attended roWeſtmin/ter-Abby, by a great num- 
ber of Perſons of the mioft eminent quality, and follow'd 
with the praiſes of all good and Learned Men. lc lies near 
theAſhes of Chaucer andSpeicer,the two moſt famous Engliſh 
Poets, of former times. But whoever would do him right, 
Li ſhould. 
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ſhould nor only equal him to the PrincipalAncient Writers 
of our own Nation, but ſhould alſo rank hisName amongſt 
the Authors of therrue Antiquity, the beſt ofthe Greeks and 
Romans. In that place there isa Monument deſign'd for 
him, by my Lord Duke of Buckmghan, ..in teſtimony of 
his affe&tion. And the King himlelt was pleas'd ro beſtow 
on him the beſt Epitaph, when upon the news of his 
death his Majeſty declar'd, That Mr. Cowley had not left 
a better Man behind him in England. 

This,Sir, is the account that I thought fitto preſent the 
World concerning him. Perhaps it may be judged, thar 1 
haye {pent too many words on a private man, and a Scho- 
lar : whole life was not remarkable for ſuch a variety of 
Events, as are wont to be the Ornaments of this kind of 
Relations. I know it is the cuſtom of rhe World'to prefer 
'the Pompous Hiſtories of great Men, before the greateſt 
Virtues of others, whole lives have been led in a courſe leſs 
illuſtrious. Thisindeedis the general humour.Bur I believe 
it to bean errour in mens judgments. For certainly that is 
a more profitable inſtruction, which'may be taken from 
the eminent goodneſs of men of lowerrank, than thax 
which weilearn from the ſplendid repreſentation of the 
Barrels,and Victories,and Buildings, and Sayings of great 
Commanders and Princes.Such ſpecious matters, as they 
are ſeldom delivered with fidelity,ſo they ſerve but for the 
imitarion of a very few,and rather make for the oftentation 
than the true information of /humane life. Whereas it's 
from the pra&tice of men equal to our ſelves;'that we are 
more naturally raughthow to cominand our Paſſions, to. 
direct our Knowledge, and to govern our Actions. 

For this reaſon I have ſome hope, that a CharaQter of 
Mir. Cowley may be of good advantageto our Nation.” Fot 
what he wanted in Tiles of Honv6ut, and':the'Gifts' bf 
Fortune, was plentifully ſupplied by many other Excellen- 
cies, which make perhaps leſs-noiſe,' but are tmore bene- 
ficial for Example. This, Sir, was the principal end of 
this long Diſcourle.Belides this,[ had-anorher-:deſign init, 
that only concerns-our'ſelves ; thatbaving this Picture of 
hislife (er before us, we may Rill keep him” alive: ir! our 
memories, and by ohis means we may haveiſdme fra 
reparation, for our inexpreſſible lols by his'death:

ſuppreſs them, as Promiſes and —_— under my own 


hand, whereby I ſtood engaged for niorethan 1 havebeen 
able to perform ; in which truly, if I have failed, I have 
the real excuſe of the honeſteſ# ſort of Bankrupts, which 
is, to have been made unſolvable, not ſo tmuch by their 
own negligence and ill-bushandry , as by ſome notorious 
accidents and publick diſaſters. In the next place, I have 
calt away all ſuch pieces as I wrote duting the time of the 
late troubles, with any relation to the differences oo? 
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cauſed them ; as among others, three Books of the (vil War 
ir ſelf, reaching as far as the firſt Battel at Newbury, where 
the ſucceeding misfortunes of the party ſtopt the work. 

As for the enſuing Book, it conſiſts of four parts : The

HE cuſtom of beginning all Poems, with a Propoſition 
- of the whole work, and an Invocation of ſome God 
for his aſſiſtance to go through with it, is ſo ſolemnly 
and religiouſly obſerved by all the ancient Poet-, 
that though I could have found out a better way, [ 
ſhould not (T think) have ventured upon it. But there can be, I 
believe, none better 3 and that part, of the Izvocatior, if it be- 
came a Heathen, is no leſs neceflary for a Chriſtian Poet. A Jove 
principium, Muſe ; and it follows then very naturally, Jovis o»mia 
plena. The whole work may reaſonably hope to be filled with a 
' Divine Spirit, when it begins with a Prayer to'be'ſo. The Gre- 
cians built this Portal with leſs ſtate,and made but one part of theſe 
Two; in » and almoſt all things elſe, I prefer the judgment 
of the LaMy»; though generally they abuſed, the Prayer, by con- 
verting it from the Deity, to the worſt of Mer, their Princes : as 
Lucan addreſſes it to Nero, and Statizs to Domitian ; both imita- 
ting therein (but not equalling ) Virgil, who in his Georgicks chuſes 
Augnſias for the Obje& of his Invocation, a God little ſuperior to 
the other two. , | | 
2 I call it Fzdah's, rather than Iſrael's Scepter (though inthe notion 
of diſtin Kingdoms, Iſrael was very much the greater) Firſt, be- 
cauſe David himſelf was of that Tribe.

whilſt they are ſo, may at leaſt be for ever ſettled andengraven

- neſs,which elſe in the time of their fooliſh proſperity, the flatter 


of their own hearts, and of other mens Tongues, would not ſut- 
fer them to perceive. 'Ambition is ſo ſubril a Tempter, and the 
corruption of human nature ſo ſuſceptible of the temptation, 
thata mancan hardly reſiſt it, be henever ſo much forewarn'd of 
the evil conſequences, much leſs if he find not only the concur- 
rence of the preſent, but the approbation too of following. ages, 
which have the liberty to judge more freely. The miſchief of 
Tyranny is too great, even in the ſhorteſt time that it can con- 
tinue; 1t is efidlels and inſupportable, if the example be to reign

And truly if Cromwel- ſhould have commenced. his Plea 
when he ſcems to have begun his Ambition, there were few per-, 
ſons beſides that might not at the ſame time have pur in theirs 
too. But his Deſerts I ſuppoſe you will date from the ſame term 
that I do his great Demertits, that is, from the be inning of our. 
late Calamities, (for, as for his private Faults before, T can onl: 
wiſh, (and that with as much charity to him as to the publick; 
that he had continued in them till his death, rather than chang- 
ed them for thoſe of his later days,) and therefore we muſt be- 
gin the conſideration of his greatneſs from the unlucky Ara of

our own misfortunes 3 which puts me in mind-of what was ſaid 
leſs truly of Pompey the Great, Noſtra miſeria Magnus es. But 
becauſe the general ground of your -argumentation conſiſts in 
this ; That al Men who are the cffeCtors of extraordinary Mu:

Whomiore a favourite to the-moſt Infa- 
mous:?: Who ſomtimes. appear'd a braver Champion; who at 
other: times,- a bolder enemy.to his CR ? Who more'diffo- 
luteio: his pleaſinres?: 'Whomore patient 'in his toils? Who more 
apdcious in irdbbing?

I do but ſlightly touch upon all theſe Particulars of the Slave-

Jo de ſuo ſuum defraudens Genium compercit miſer He defrauds 
not only other Men, but bis-own Genius; He cheats himſelf for 

- Money. But the ſervileand miſerable condition of this wretch is 
ſo apparent, that I leave it as evident to every Man's fight, as 
 wellas judgement. It ſkeemsa moredifficult work toprove, that 
the voluptuous Man too js but a Servant: What can be more 
the Life of a Freeman, or, zs'we ſay ordinarily, of a Gentleman, 
than to follow nothing but his own Pleaſures? Why Dll tell you 
who 
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who is that true Freetian', and-that true: Gentleman : Not. he 
who blindly follows all-his Pleaſures; (the very Name of Follow- 
ers is ſervile;) but he whorationally guides them, and is not hin- 
dred by outward Impedinients in the'condutt-and:enjoyment of 
them, If want skill or force to reſtrain the Beaſtthap I ride up- 
on, though I bought it, 'and call iffmy.own, yet in the truth of 
the matter,-I am at that'timerather his Man, than he my Horſe, 
The voluptuons Men: (whom we-gte fallen upon,) may be di- 
vided, I'think, into'the: Luſtfiland -Luxurious, who are both 
Servants of the Belly ; the other whom we ſpoke of before, the 
Ambitious and tlie Covetous, were ww? wee, Evil: wild.

In the ſecond place, he muſt learn the 
Art, and getthe Habit of Thinking ; for this too, no leſs than 
Well-ſpeakin , depends upon-much Practice, -and Copitation is 
the thing, which diſtinguiſhes the Solitude of a God from a wild 
Beaſt, Now, becauſe the Soul of Man is not by it's own Nature,or 
Obſervation, furniſhe with ſufficient Materials to work upon it is 
neceſſary for it to have continual recourſe to Learning ,and Books, 
for freſh Supplies, ſo that the ſolitary Life will grow indigent, 
and be ready to ſtarve without them ; but if once we be through- 
ly engaged inthe Love of Letters, inſtead of being wearied with 
the length of any day, we ſhall only complain of the ſhortneſs of 

our whole Life. | |

ſhocks me ſo much as that which I hear very often: That a Man 
does not know how to. paſs his Time. *Twould have been but 
ill ſpoken by Mer ha/elem, in the Nine hundred: fixty ninth year of 
his Life, ſafarit is from us, who have not time enough to attain 
to the utmoſt perfeCtion of any part of any. Science, to have 
cauſe to complain, that we are forced to be idle for want of work: 
But this, you'll ſay,is work only for the Learned,others are not cas 

able either of the Employments, or Divertiſements;that arrive 

rom Letters. I know they arenot; and therefore:cannot much re- 
commend Solitude to a:Man totally illiterate. : But if any Man be 
ſo unlearned as to want-entertainment of 'the:little Intervals of 
accidental Solitude , which frequently occur-inalmoſt all con 
ditions, ( except the very meaneſt of the People, who have Buſi- 
neſs enough in the necefſary Proviſions for Life, ) it is truly a 
great ſhame, both to hisParents and Himſelf, fora very ſmall Por- 
tion of any ingenious Art will ſtop up all thoſe gapsot our time, 
either Muſick, or Painting, or Deſigning, or Chymiltry, or Hiſto- 
ry, or Gardening ; or twenty other things will do it uſefully and 
pleaſantly ; and if he happen to ſet.bis AﬀeCtions upon Poetry,

to-be made Lords, as they were in Rome to be made-Conſuls:and 
DiQators ; the reaſon of 'which I conceive to be from an evil-Cu- 
ſtom, now grown as ſtrong among us as if it; were a Law, 
which is, That no mer#put their Children to be o_ Apprep- 
tices in Agriculture,- as mother Trades, but ſuch who are fo 
poor, that when they eome to-be-Men, they: have not where- 
withal to ſet up in it, and fo can only farm ſome ſmall parcel of 
ground, the Rent of which devours all bur the bare Subſiſtence 
of the Tenent : Whileſt 'they who are Proprietors of the Land, 
are Either too proud, or-for want of that kind of Education; roo 
ignorant to improve their Eſtates; though the means of doing” it 
be as eafie and certain-itithis as inany other trackof Commerce: 
If there were always twoor threethouſand Yourhs, for ſeyenor 
eight years bound to this Profeſſion; that they might learn -rhe 
whole Art of it, and afterwards be enabled to'be:Mafters-in it, 
by a moderate ſtock : Icannotdoubr, butthat we: ſhould fee as 
many Aldermens Eſtates made in the Country, as now we do out 
of all kind- of Merchandizing in the City. There are as many 
ways to-be Rich, and which is better, there is no poſſibility to . 
be poor, without ſuch negligence as can neittier/have excuſe, nor 
pity ; for alittle ground wiltwithout queſtion feed-a little Fami-. 
ly, and the ſuperfluitiesof Life (which are now: ia ſome' caſes 
by Cuſtom made almoſt pelliy,) muſt be ſupplyed our of the 
ſuperabundance of Artand Induſtry, or contemned by as great a 
Degree of Philoſophy.:i As for the Neceſlity of this Art, it is 
——_ enough, ſince this can live withour all others, and nd-one 
other without this. This is like Speech, without which the So- 
ciety of Men cannot be preſerved ; the others like Figures and 
| Tropes of Speech, which ſerve _— adorn it.. Many Nations 
have lived, and ſome do ſtill, without any Art but this ; not ſo 
Elegantly, I confeſs, but ſtill they live, and almoſt all the other 
Arts which are here pradtiſed, are beholding to this for moſt of 
their Materials. The Innocence of this Lite is the next thing 
for which I commend it, and if Husbandmen preſerve not that, 
they are much to blame; -far no+ Men are fo free from the temp- 
rations of _ ' They live by-what they can get by Indu- 
ſtry from the Earth, and others by what they can catch by Craft 
from Men.

I do he- 
lieve there is no King, who would nor rather be depoſed, than 
endure every day-of his Reign all the Ceremonies of his Corona- 
tion. The mightieſt Princesare glad-to fly often from theſe Ma. 
jeftick pleaſures, (which is, mechinks, no {mall diſparagement to 
them,) as it were-for refuge,-to the, moſt contemptible diver- 
tiſements, and meaneſt recreations of the Vulgar, nay, even of 
Children. One of the moſt powerful and fortunate Princes of the 
World, of late, could find-ourns delightfo farisfaQtory, as the 
keeping of little ſinging Birds,:and hearing of them, and whiſt- 
ling to them. What did-the Emperors of 'the whole World ? If 
ever any Men- had the free :and: full:enjoyment of all human 
Greatnels, (nay that would not ſuffice, for they would be gods 
too,) they certainly poſſeſt it 5 and yet, dhe of therti who Rtyled 
himlelf Lord and God of the Earth, could-not tell how to paſs 
his whole day pleaſantly,” without ſpending conſtantly two or 
three hours in catching of. Flies, and killing them with a bodkig, 
as if his Godſhip had been Bee/$26ub. - One of his Predeceſſors, 
Nero, (who gever put any boundsnor met:with any ſtop ro his Ap- 
petite, )could.divert himlelf with no paftime more agreeable, than 
to runabout the ſtreets all-night in a diſguiſe, and abuſe the Wo- 
men, and affront the Men _—_ he met, and ſomtimes to Beat 
them, and ſomtimes to be beaten by them: This was one of his 
Imperial notturgal pleaſuxes.:; His chiefeſt in the day was to ſing 
and play upon aFiddle, inthe. habit of a Minſtrel, upon the pub- 
lick Stage: He-wasprouder of-the Garlands that weregiven to his 
Divine voice (as; they called it then,); in-thoſe kind of prizes, 
than all his Forefathers wee gf.their Triumphs over Nations : 
He did inot, at's death-complain, that ſo mighty an Emperor 
23d the laſt of, all the Ceſarian Race off De#ies, ſhould be brought 
to. {o ſhameful and. miſerable an end, . but only cried;out, Alas, 
what pity!i'tis, that fo exceltenc_ a Muſician-ſhould periſh io this 
manner ! His Unele.C/zeuiys, ſpent half his time at playing at 
Dice, .that.was-4he matn,4fuit; of his Soveraignty...'T omit the 
4 ig nda's Jeli Ks, and the —— ſordidneſs of 
thoſe of Tiberizs.; Would qne think that Auguſta himſelf, the 
higheſt and moſt fortunate pf; mankind, a perſon endowed too 
with many excetlent parts of Nature, ſhould beſo hard put to it 
' want of recreations, astgbe found playing at Nuts 
and bounding Stones, with litcle Syria» and Mooriſh Boys, whoſe 
company he cook. defight-ing for their; prating and their wan-«

. Was it forthis, that Rowees heſt Blood he ſpilr, 
With {ſo much Falſhoodjifo-mych guilt?

Greatnels is barren ſure of ſolid Joys ; 
Her Merchandize (I fear,) is all in toys, 
She could not elſe ſure {o uncivil be, 
To treat his univerſal Majeitie, 
His new-created Deitie, 
With Nuts, and Bounding+ftones, and Boys. 


But we muſt excuſe her for his meager entertainment, ſhe 
has not really wherewithal to make ſuch Feafts as we imagine ; 
her Gueſts muſt be contented ſomtimes but with ſlender Cates, 
and with the ſame cold Meats ſerved over and over again, even till 
they become Nauſeous. When you have.pared away all the 
Vanity, what ſolid and natural Conteatment does there remain 
which may, not be had with Five hundred pounds a year ? Not fo- 
many Servants or Horſes ; but a few good ones, which will do all 
the buſineſs as well : Not ſo many choice Diſhes atevery meal, bur 
at ſeveral meals, all of: them, which makes them both the more 
healthy, and the more pleaſant: Not ſo Rich garments, nor ſo fre- 
quent changes, butas warm andascomely,and ſo frequent change 
too, as is every jot.as good for the Maſter, though not for the 
Tailor, or Valet de Chambre : Not ſuch a ſtately Palace, nor gilt 
Rooms, or the coſtlieſt ſorts of Tapeſtry z but a convenient Brick- 
houſe, with decent Waianſcor, and pretty Foreſt-work Hang- 


ings. Laſtly, (for I omit all other particulars, and will end with 


that which I love moſt in both conditions,) not whole Woods 
cut in Walks, nor vaſt Parks, nor Fountain, or Caſcade-Gar- 
dens ; but Herb, and Flower, and Fruit-Gardens which are more 
uſeful, and the water every whit as clear and wholſome, as if it 
darted from the breaſts of a marble Nymph, or the Urn of a R1- 
ver-God. If for all this, you like better the ſubſtance of that 
former eſtate of Life, do but conſider the inſeparable accidents of 
both : Servitude, Diſquiet, Danger, and moſt commonly Guilt 
inherent in the one; in the other Liberty, Tranquillity, Security, 
and Innocence ; and when you have thought upon this, you will 
confeſs that ro be a Truth which appeared to you before but a 
ridiculous Paradox, that a low Fortune is better guarded and at- 
tended than an high one. If indeed we look only upon the 
flouriſhing Head of the Tree, it appears a more beautiful Obje@ :

As far as up tow'ards Heaven the Branches grow, 
'So far the Root ſinks down to Hell below. 


Another horrible diſgrace to Greatneſs is, that it is for the moſt 
part in pitiful want and diftreſs : What a wonderful thing is this? 
Unleſs it degenerate into Avarice, and ſo ceaſe to be Greatneſs : 
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124 Several diſcourſes by way.of Eſjays, 
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It falls perpetually into ſuch neceſſities, as drive it into all the 
mceaneſt and moit fordid waysof Borrowing;Couſenage,and Rob- 
bery, Mazciptts locuples eget eris Cappadocurs Rex, This is the caſe 
of a/moſt all Great Men, as well as of :the poor King of Cappa- 
aocia. They abound with Slaves, but are .;ndigent of Money. 
The ancient Roman Emperors, who .had the 'Riches .of the 
whole World for their Revenue, had wherewithal to live (one 
would have thought,) pretty well at eaſe, and to have been ex- 
empt from the preſſures of extreme Poverty : But yet with 
moſt of them it was much -otherwiſe, they fell :perpetually 
into ſuch miſerable:penury, that:they were forced to devour-or 
{queeze moſt of their Friends and Servants, to.cheag with jnfa- 
mous projeCts, to ranſack and pillage all. their Provinces. This 
faſhion of Imperial Grandeur ismitated.by all inferior and ſub- 
ordinate ſorts of it, as if it were a point of Hanour. They muſt 
be cheated of a third part of their Eſtates, :two other thirds they 
mult expend in Vanity, ſo.that they remain Debtors for all the 
neceſſary Proviſions of life, and chave no way to ſatisfie thoſe 
Debts, but out of the ſuccors and ſupplies of Rapine, As Riches 
encreaſe, (ſays Solomon, ) ſo dothe:Mouths that devour them. The 
Maſters Mouth has. no.more:than before. The Owner, methinks, 
is like Ozeas in the Fable, who is perpetually winding a'Rope of 
Hay, and an Aſs at.the end perpetually eating it. Out of theſe 
Inconveniences ariſes naturally one more, which.is, that noGreat- 
neſs can be ſatisfied or contented with itſelf : Still if it could 
mount up a little higher, it would be happy, if it could gain but 
that point, it would obtain all its.deſires ; ;butiyet at laſt, when. it 
is got upto the very top of the Pic of 7enariff, it is in very great 
danger of breaking its neck downwards, but in no. poflibility of 
aſcending upwards:into theſeat.of Tranquillity above the Moon. 
The'firſt ambitious Meninthe World, the:old Giants; are faid to 
have made an Heroical attempt of ſcaling Heaven in deſpight of 
the Gods, and they caſt Offaupon 0/ymprs, and Pelion upon Offi : 
Two or three Mountains more:they thought would have done 
their Buſineſs, but the Thunder fpoil'd all their work, whea they 


were come up to the third ſtory. 


And what a noble Plot was croſt, 
And what a brave Deſign was loſt ! 


A famous Perſon of their Off-ſpring, the late Giant of our 
Nation, when from the condition of a yery inconfiderable Cap- 
tain, he had made himſelf Lieutenant General of an Army of lit- 
tle Titans, which was his firſt Mountain, and afterward General, 
which was the ſecond, and after that, abſolute Tyrant of three 
Kingdoms, which was the third, ang almoſt rouch'd the Heaven 
which he affeCted, is believed to havedyed with Griefand Diſcon- 
tent, becauſe he could not attain to the honeſt name ofa King, and 
the old formality of a Crown, though he had before exceeded rhe 
power by a Wicked Uſurpation. If he could have compalſs'd _

he would perhaps have wanted ſomthing elſe that is neceſſary to 
felicity, and pined away for want of the Title of an Emperor, or 
"2 God. The reaſon of this is, that Greatneſs has not reality in Na- 
ture, but a Creature of the Fancy, a Notion that conſiſts only in 
Relation and Compariſon : Ir is indeed an Idol ; but S. Pal 
teaches us, That an Idol is nothing in the World, There is- in 
truth no Riſing or Meridian of the Sun, but only in reſpe@ to 
ſeveral places : There is no Right or Left, no upper-hand in Na- 
ture ; every thing 1s Little, andevery thing is Great, according as 
it is diverſly compared. There may be perhaps ſome Village in 


Scotland or Ireland where T might be a Great.Man ; and in that 


caſe I ſhould be like Ceſar, ( you would wonder how C2/ar and 
I ſhould be like.one another in any thing, and chooſe rather to 
be the Firſt manof che Village, than ſecond.at Rowe. Qur Coun- 
try is called-Great Britzany, 1n regard only of a Leſſer of the ſame 
name, it would be but a ridiculous Epithete for it, when we 
conſider it togecher with the Kingdom of Chiza.. That, too, is 
| bur a pitiful Rood of Ground in comparifoniof the whole Earth 
beſides : And this whole Globe:of Earth, which we account ſo 
immenſe a Body, is but one Point or Atom 1n relation to thoſe 
numberleſs Worlds that are ſcattered up and down in the infinite 
Space of the Sky which we behold. The ather many inconveni- 
ences of Grandeur I have ſpoken of diſperſtly in ſeveral Chapters, 
and ſhall end this with an Oe of Horace, not exattly copyed, bur 
- rudely imitated. ; k

EF twenty Thouſand naked Americans were not able to re- 
K fiſt the Aſſaults of but Twenty welkarmed Spaniards; I ſee 
ittle poſſibility for one Honeſt Man to defend himſelf againſt 
twenty Thouſand Knaves, who are all furniſh'd Cap-a-pe, with the 
defenſive Arms of worldly Prudence, and the offenſive too of 
Craft and Malice. He will find no leſs odds than this againſt 
him, if he have much to do in human Aﬀairs. The only Ad- 
vice therefore that I can give him, is, to be ſure not to venture 
his Perſon any, longer in the open Campagne, to retreat and en- 
trench himſelf to ſtop up all-Avenues, and draw up all Bridges 
againſt ſo numerousan Enemy. The truth of it is, thata Man 
in much Buſineſs, muſt either make himſelf a Knave, or elſe the 
World will make him a Fool ; and if the Tnjury went no farther 
thanthe being laught at, a wiſe Man would content himſelf with 
the revenge of Retaliation; but the caſe is much worſe, for theſe 
Civil Cannibalstoo, as well as the wild ones, not only dance 
about ſuch a taken Stranger, but at laſt devour him. A ſober 
Man cannot get too ſoon out of Drunken Company, though they 
be never ſo [ind and merry among themſelves, *tis not-unplea- 
ſant only, but dangerous to him. Do ye wonder that a virtu- 
ous Man ſhould love to be alone ? It is hard for him to be other- 
wiſez he is ſo, when he is arnong ten Thouſand ; neither is the So- 
litude ſo uncomfortable to be alone without any other Creature, 
aS it is tobe alone in the midſt of wild Beaſts. Man is to Man 
all kind of Beaſts, a fawning Dog, a-roaring Lyon, a thieving 
Fox, a robbing Wolf, a diſſembling Crocodile, a treacherous 
Decoy, anda rapacious Vultur. The civileſt, methinks, of all

a Stateof Peace, when the truth is, they havennly caught them 
an Art of War: They have framed, I muſt confeſs, wholeſom 
Laws for the reſtraint of Vice, bur they rais'd 6:!t that Devil 
which now they Conjure and icannot Bind; rhough there were 
before no Puniſhments for Wickedneſs, yer there were leſs com- 
mitted, becauſe there were no Rewards for it. But the Men, who 
praiſe Philoſophy from this Topick; are much deceived; ict 
 Oratory anſwer for itſelf, the tinckling perhaps of that may 
unite a Swarm: It never wasthe work ot Philoſophy roafſemble 
Multitudes, but to regulate only,” and govern them when they 
were aſſembled, to make the beſt of a Kvil; and bring them, as 
much as is poſſible, to Unity again. Avarice and Ambition on- 
ly were the firſt Builders of Towns; and Founders of Empires ;

abroad wpon the face of the Earth. What was the beginning of 
Rome, the Metropolis of all the World > What was it, but a con- 
courſe of Thieves,and'SanQuary of Criminals? It was juſtly na- 
med by the Auger) of no leſs than twelve Yultures; and the Foun 
der cemented his Walls with the Blood of his Brother ; riot-unlike 
tothis, was the beginningeven ofthe firſt Town too in the World ; - 
and ſuch is the Original Sin of moſt Cities: Their Actual en- 
creaſe daily with their Age and Growth; the more People, the 
more wicked, all of them ; every one brings in his part toenflame 
the contagion, which becomes at laſt ſo univerſal and ſo ſtrong;

ets; (for r 4 Concluſion is taken out of Horace ;') and perhaps. 
it was the immature and immoderate love; of them' which 
ſtampt firſt, or rather engraved, the Charaters in me: They: 
were-like Letters cur in the Bark-of a. young Tree , which 
with the Tree {till grow proportionably. But, how this Love 
came to be produced in,meſo early, is a hard Queſtion : I be- 
lieve I can tell the particular little chance that filled my Head 
firſt with ſuch Chimes of Verſe, as have never ſince left ring- 
ing there: For I remember when I began to read, and take 
ſome pleaſure init, there was wont-to lie in my Mothers Par- 
lor, (I know not by what Accident, for ſhe herſelfnever in her 
life read any Book but of Devotion ; ) but there was wont 
to lie Spexcers Works ; this I hapned to tall upon, and was infi- 
nitely delighted with the Stories of the Knights, and Gyants, 
and Monſters, and brave Houſes, which I found every where 
there : (Tho my underſtanding had little to do with al this, 
and by degrees, with the tinckling of the Rhyme, and Dance 
of the Numbers, ſo that I think I had read him all over before 
I was twelve years old, and was thus made a Poet as immedi- 
ately as a Child is made an Eunuch.
